R esidents are 

being urged not 
to miss out on 
their chance to 
vote on 6 May. 

For the first time, voters 
can decide who they want 
to be their MP, ward 
councillors and the 
Mayor of Hackney, all on 
the same day. 


However, those who are 
not on the electoral 
register, and have not 
applied to go on it by 20 
April, will not be able to 
vote - signing up for other 
services, including paying 
Council Tax, does not 
automatically register 
residents to vote. 

The Mayoral elections 
determine Hackney’s 
executive Mayor, who is 
not a councillor, but the 
political leader of the 
Council, overseeing the 


budget and all Council 
services. 

The local elections 
determine which 57 
councillors will represent 
constituents in 19 areas of 
Hackney, called wards. 

Councillors have a 
range of responsibilities, 
including helping to 
oversee the Council and 
its services. They hold 
drop-in advice surgeries 
to discuss local issues with 
residents. 

To be eligible to vote in 


the elections, residents 
need to be at least 18- 
years-old on 6 May. 

Those who have 
recently moved home 
need to register their new 
address. British and EU 
citizens, and those from 
British overseas territories 
and qualifying 
Commonwealth 
countries, are eligible to 
vote in the Council and 
Mayoral elections. 

To request a postal vote, 
the deadline is 5pm on 20 


April. Poll cards for the 
Council and Mayoral 
elections are being 
delivered at the beginning 
of April. Poll cards for the 
General Election will be 
delivered two weeks later.

Life for Matalan murder 


A TEENAGER has been 
sentenced to life with a 
minimum 20-year term for 
the murder of Matalan 
manager Jamie Simpson. 

Kobina Essel, 1 9, stabbed 
the 33-year-old in the neck 
with a 1 0-inch knife during 
the hold-up at the Dalston 
store on 22 April 2008. 

Essel, of Manor Park, El 2, 
was found guilty of murder by an Old Bailey jury in February. 
He also pleaded guilty to conspiracy to rob. 

Essel’s accomplices Anthony Maina, 20, Randy Osei-Owusu, 
1 7, and Simeon Jumah, 25, were convicted of 
manslaughter and conspiracy to rob. 

Following the conviction it emerged that when Maina, 20, of 
Canning Town, took part in the robbery, he had been on 
police bail for the murder of a teenager. 

He was later convicted of the murder of 1 7-year-old Rizwan 
Darbar and jailed for life with a minimum term of 1 4 years. 

In the Matalan case, he has been given minimum terms of 
six years for manslaughter and five years for robbery, which 
will be served concurrently with the life sentence. 

Three other men were found guilty of conspiracy to rob. Roy 
Williams, 31 , of Edmonton, North London, a friend of Mr 
Simpson and a security guard at the store, was jailed for 1 0 
years. Jammal Chambers, 1 8, of Poplar, El 4, was ordered to 
be detained for seven years. Getaway driver Duane Owusu, 
20, of Manor Park, El 2, was given eight years. 

Investigating officer, DCI Jackie Sebire of the Homicide and 
Serious Crime Command, said: “Jamie was a good man 
who was simply going about his job when he was fatally 
stabbed. I would like to thank his family for the assistance 
they have provided during the course of the investigation. 
Throughout their ordeal, they have shown the utmost 
patience, dignity and courage.” 



Power to stop problem drinkers 

THE Council has approved plans to give police new 
borough-wide powers to confiscate alcohol from drinkers 
who behave violently or anti-socially in public places. 

The move follows a consultation last year, when 63 per cent 
of residents who responded said they were in favour of 
making the whole of Hackney a Designated Public Place 
Order (DPP0) in order to manage anti-social behaviour 
related to excessive drinking. 

The new powers, which will come into force by the end of 
May, are not aimed at those enjoying a beer or glass of wine 
in a Hackney park, but at a small number of people whose 
excessive drinking is a threat or a nuisance to other people. 
Without the powers permitted under a DPP0, police have to 
wait until an alcohol-related incident has escalated into a 
more serious offence before a drinker can be dealt with. 
Now police will be able to ask people to 
stop drinking, and confiscate their 
alcohol if they refuse. Officers can also 
give £50 fixed penalty notices to 
drinkers who do not instantly comply.

An eyeful tower for 2012 


The Orbit will be 22 metres

A TWISTING sculpture 
that people can climb has 
been chosen as a post- 
Games attraction in the 
Olympic Park. 

Turner Prize winning 
artist Anish Kapoor’s 
‘Orbit’ is set to be the 
tallest sculpture in the UK 
at 115m high, according 
to the Greater London 
Authority. 

The UK’s answer to the 
Eiffel Tower will consist of 


a looping lattice of tubular 
steel and offer views of the 
250-acre Olympic Park 
and the capital’s skyline. 

Costing £19.1 million, 
steel producer 
ArcelorMittal is to fund 
up to £l6million of the 
project with the remaining 
£3.1million provided by 
the London Development 
Agency. The sculpture will 
stand in the southern part 
of the Park between the 


Olympic Stadium and 
Aquatics Centre and will 
open in time for London 
2012. After completion, 
the Olympic Park Legacy 
Company will run the 
visitor attraction. 

Anish Kapoor said: “I 
am deeply honoured to be 
invited to undertake this 
challenging commission.” 

Construction is subject 
to further planning 
consent.

F EW performers 
could boast 
collaborations that 
stretch from the 
Royal Philharmonic 
Orchestra, to drum and 
bass DJs, to Hackney 
schoolchildren. 

With a CV of styles that 
looks like a shuffle play- 
list, for more than 35 years 
Cleveland Watkiss has 
cemented his unequivocal 
vocal ability with a near- 
scientific approach to 
music, capturing sundry 
genres in his experiments. 

“When I was younger I 
thought it was just 
something everyone did, 
everyone sang,” the 
Hackney-bred singer said. 
Adding: “The voice is such 
an immediate, natural 
instrument and jazz is so 
demanding, but 


welcoming, that it lends 
itself to other styles.” 

Born in Clapton in 1959, 
the third of nine children, 
life wasn’t easy. Cleveland 
said: “My father passed 
away when I was nine, so 
while 1960s Hackney for 
us was tough, there was 
community spirit and we 
had lots of friends. 

“I remember my Dad 
being a DJ and we used to 
listen to blues, ska and blue 
beat, then go to school and 
hear classical. And I took it 
all in. That’s the thing 
about Hackney: it’s an 
amazing melting pot of 
styles and I got exposed to 
everything - Caribbean, 
African, Asian, and adding 
classical deepened my 
appreciation for music.” 

But it wasn’t until a 
meeting with former 
Haggerston-based 
guitarist, Alan Weekes, that 
his love affair with jazz 
took off. Aged 14, the two 
formed their first band, 


fusing jazz with reggae and 
roots while studying Alan’s 
sizeable record collection. 
“We ended up gigging four 
nights a week in the West 
End, which was a good 
opportunity for us to 
develop our knowledge 
and meet some of the new 
generation at the time like 
Courtney Pine,” he said. 

After being picked out to 
tour with the musical Hair, 
Cleveland went on to 
co-found the deeply 
influential 1980s outfit 
Jazz Warriors, was named 
the best vocalist in The 
Guardian/Wire Awards, 
lent his voice to Goldie and 
opera alike, and worked 
with some of the greatest 
musicians of the past 20 
years. 

Now living in Bishop 
Stortford, his ties to 
Hackney remain strong 
with family still residing in 
the borough, and through 
his work with local 
organisations like the 


Hackney Empire. He said: 
“It’s changing really fast, 
especially over the last 10 
years, but I still love it and 
now the Olympics are 
coming. The world is going 
to see Hackney like it’s 
never been seen it before. 
The transformation will be 
phenomenal and exciting 
and there’ll be 
opportunities to show 
Hackney in a good light.” 

Now he’s passing his 
years of experience to 
another generation, 
offering vocal training 
classes and contributing to 
degree courses. Last year, 
pupils from Cleveland’s 


first school took part in his 
50th birthday concert at the 
London Jazz Festival. He 
said: “I wanted to open the 
show with kids singing. So I 
went back to Rushmore 
primary school, and 
worked with 20 kids, 
showing them about blues 
and improvising, like 
ad-libbing and scats. 

“They were so up for it, 
so engaging. It was showing 
them how they had natural 
voices, and showing them 
my philosophy of the voice 
- that everyone can and 
everyone should sing.” 

He continued: “Jazz 
really lends itself to 


children because they are 
natural improvisers, once 
they understand that they 
can embrace it because it’s 
part of them already. 
Children are naturally 
spontaneous and creative. 

“It was a big moment for 
a lot of them, they were 
performing on a stage in 
the South Bank. 

“It transforms them, 
when you have something 
at a young age it inspires 
and gives a spark to find 
your own level of 
greatness. That’s at the end 
of the day what it’s about, 
inspiring kids to get to 
their thing.”

RECYCLING in the 
borough has received a 
boost following a record 
breaking Government grant 
to the organisation that 
arranges the disposal of 
Hackney’s waste. 

North London Waste 
Authority (NLWA), which 
covers seven London 
boroughs, was awarded 
£258.4million on 25 
March, for its project to 
divert 400,000 tonnes of 
biodegradable household 
waste from landfill each 
year by 2020. 

The grant will help pay 
for investment in a range of 
new waste management 
facilities and technologies, 
part of ambitious plans to

NLWA has received £258. 4m to help it divert waste from landfill 
and boost recycling levels in seven boroughs including Hackney 


cut waste growth and 
increase recycling levels - 
currently at about 25 per 
cent in Hackney. 

All the boroughs need to 
meet tough regional, 
national and European 
targets including increasing 
recycling and composting 
rates to 50 per cent, and 
reducing the amount of 


biodegradable material sent 
for disposal in landfill, from 
36 to 15 per cent. 

New waste management 
technologies could include 
facilities to sort recyclable 
materials; a plant to 
generate green energy from 
organic waste; treatment 
facilities to reduce and 
process waste that can’t be 


recycled; new or 
refurbished household 
waste and recycling centres. 
Steve Douglas, Corporate 
Director for 
Neighbourhoods and 
Regeneration, said: “The 
award is welcome news for 
Hackney as a member of 
the NLWA. It supports our 
commitment to provide 
services that will continue 
to help make the borough 
cleaner and greener.” 

The plans should save the 
boroughs an estimated 
£900million over 30 years, 
in comparison to disposing 
of waste through 
incineration and landfill.

The Alchemist, Rosemary Branch 
Theatre, N1, 24 March 

I ALWAYS feel a bit sorry for Ben Jonson. For 
someone who thought so much of himself and, 
at the same time, had a bit of a chip on his 
shoulder, it would be galling to know that he 
goes down in posterity as a lesser 
contemporary of Shakespeare. 

Jonson would never use one word when 25 
would do, and for modern audiences his 
persistent use of 1 7th century slang can be 
hard going. It was therefore a treat to see this 
skilfully pruned version of The Alchemist. 

The very excellent cast roared through this 
ruthlessly comic satire of greed, gullibility and 
confidence trickery, which effectively exposes 
the trough-grunting materialism, or as they put 
it, the ‘greed is good hustle of the noughties’. 
The setting was inventive and offered 
opportunities for comedic coincidences. 


Directed by Scarlett Plouviez Comnas, the 
young actors were constantly on the move - in 
and out of doors, arguing, attacking, teasing, 
despairing, showing every layer of society at 
its worst, and keeping the audience roaring 
with laughter. The team worked together like 
clockwork. I can’t single out any actor because 
they were so much together, responding and 
bringing out the comedic best in each other. 
There were some very good double 
performances. A character would be shoved 
into a cupboard and the actor emerges 
moments later, unrecognisable, as a different 
person. The virtuosity was stunning. This was 
one-and-a-half hours of splendid 
entertainment. 

This is a venue entirely undaunted by its 
modest size. If the reduced Alchemist is 
anything to go by, the upcoming opera double 
bill from Minotaur Music Theatre should be 
worth a look.

THERE are innumerable reasons why 1 936 
became the most notorious Olympic Games 
of recent times. The International Olympic 
Committee (IOC) chose a fascist state to 
host the XI Olympiad; then there was Adolf 
Hitler’s promotion of racial supremacy; the 
international boycott debate; the first time a 
sporting event had been used as a political 
propaganda tool; giant leaps made in sports 
journalism; and at its epicentre, Jesse 
Owens, a US black athlete who became a 
superstar in Nazi Germany, while still facing 
segregation in his homeland. 


Athletics coach and playwright Tom McNab 
depicts the lead-up to the 1 936 Games in 
his latest work ‘1 936’, exploring the events 
that made Hitler’s Germany the world’s 
focal point. 

Placing scenes between Hitler and his 
Minister of Propaganda, Joseph Goebbels, 
alongside debates from the IOC and the 
American Amateur Athletics Union, the play 
reveals some of the political and cultural 
tensions leading up to the Olympics and the 
stories of the athletes involved.

LAST month my mum and I went to Kenya to visit a school 
near Lake Victoria called Ligodho School. My mum is an 
architect and has designed it. She also helped raise the 
money to build it. It was the first time she had seen it. 

We met Ben Okita’s family, who is our friend who lives there, 
and then we went to the new nursery. The nursery had lots 
of children in it. We gave out sweets. 

Then we went to the reception class and it had a sketch of 
the nursery on the wall.

We also took letters which 
Shacklewell children had written, and the Ligodho children 
will write back.

W ORLD-CLASS 
healthcare 
facilities, 
developed for 
Olympic and Paralympic 
athletes, will be used by the 
local community after the 
London 2012 Games. 

Planning permission has 
been approved to build a 
new health centre in the 
Athletes’ Village adjacent to 


the Olympic Park to meet 
the healthcare needs of the 
area. Services offered in the 
5,000sq metre building will 
include multiple GP 
surgeries, a children’s clinic, 
physiotherapy, X-Rays, and 
ultrasounds. 

After the Games, the 
Village will also be the site 
of 2,81 8 new homes, of 
which 1,380 will be 
affordable housing, plus 
parks and other community 
facilities such as a cafe, 
gym, youth centre and 
flexible training and 


meeting spaces. Funding 
will be jointly provided by 
the Olympic Delivery 
Authority (ODA) and the 
Department of Health, and 
delivered by NHS 
Newham. 

Building work is due to 
start on site later this year; 
construction on the wider 
Athletes’ Village is on track 
with three of 1 1 residential 
plots structurally complete.

O NE of the most 
heavily-used 
resources at 
Hackney Archives is 
its large collection of local 
newspapers. 

This includes the majority 
of newspapers published in 
the Hackney area dating 
back to the 19th century. 

The first local paper, the 
Shoreditch Observer & 
Hackney Express, existed 
from 1857 to 1912, then 
became the Shoreditch 
Observer until 1915. The 
Hackney Gazette began life 
in 1864, but no copies 
survive from before 1869. 


Other titles include the 
Eastern Post (1868-1938), 
Hackney Mercury (1885- 
1910), and North London 
Guardian (1888-1916). 

The majority of the 
newspapers are available on 
microfilm. This may be 
because no originals have 
survived locally, but more 
importantly, the original 
issues cannot be consulted 
due to their fragile state - 
newsprint is only intended 
to last for a few days. Print- 
outs however, can easily be 
made from the microfilms. 

The Archive also holds 
sets of cuttings originally 
gathered from newspapers 
by libraries in the three 
former boroughs of 
Hackney, Shoreditch, and 


Stoke Newington. Some 
volumes include local stories 
taken from 18th century 
newspapers. 

The most significant local 
paper for researching 
history and events is the 
Hackney Gazette, though 
the Shoreditch Observer & 
Hackney Express is useful 
for reports on vestry 
meetings - an early form of 
local government. The 
Hackney Mercury, North 
London Guardian and 
Stoke Newington & 
Hackney Observer all 
provide good alternative 
coverage. As well as 
historical papers, the 
Archives’ collection also 
contains a full set of 
Hackney Today. The 


Council publication began 
life as a monthly magazine, 
with the first edition issued 
in December 1993, it was 
later developed into a 
fortnightly newspaper, with 
the first edition coming out 
in September 2000. 

Although some local 
papers published up to three 
editions a week, they could 
have as few as four pages, 
and until the 1930s, the 
front page was usually given 
over to advertising. In the 
19th century they featured 
reports on national events, 
local government, and 
crime, with only a 
smattering of what would 
now be considered local 
news. Then, as now, some 
papers had political 


allegiances: the Hackney 
Gazette supported the 
Radicals; the Stoke 
Newington Times was a 
Labour paper; while the 
Hackney Mercury was 
Conservative. Surviving 
inquest reports are held at 
the London Metropolitan 
Archives in Clerkenwell, but 
these are only a sample 
selection. However, inquests 
were often reported in local 
newspapers. Like their 
modern counterparts, local 
papers also ran features for

women, but illustrations, 
other than those in 
advertisements, were rare 
before the 1930s. Adverts, 
as much as stories and 
articles, are a wonderful 
evocation of times gone by. 

A vivid picture of local life 
as recorded in newspapers 
can be found in ‘Late Extra! 
Hackney In The News’ by 
former Borough Archivist, 
David Mander. Contact the 
Archives for more details on 
this and how to consult its 
newspaper collection.

Darren said: “I’ve met some really great people and can’t wait to develop my skills 
further. Training for Life do what they say; help you gain the confidence and skills you 
need to secure employment and move forward. I’m enjoying serving and looking after 
customers, as well as getting training in the kitchen.” 

Darren hopes to one day own his own restaurant, and eventually expand his chain of 
restaurants worldwide.
